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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of the invention of claim 1 is the recitation "said 
negative electrode active material layer includes 0.0001 to 0.003 wt% of Sb, and includes 0.01 to 
2 wt% of condensate of bisphenol and aminobenzene sulfonic acid derivative." 

JP2003-346888 discloses a lead storage battery comprising a negative electrode active 
material layer including 0.0001 to 0.003 wt% of Sb. JP 2003-346888 does not disclose that the 
active material layer includes 0.01 to 2 wt% of condensate of bisphenol and aminobenzene 
sulfonic acid derivative. 

JP 1 1-250913 discloses a lead storage battery comprising a negative electrode active 
material layer including 0.01 to 2 wt % (0.5-.75 wt%) of condensate of bisphenol and 
aminobenzene sulfonic acid derivative. JP1 1-250913 does not disclose that the active material 
layer including 0.0001 to 0.003 wt% of Sb 

The Applicants, in Table 1, have proved comparative data between a battery wherein the 
negative electrode active material layer includes the claimed Sb, but not including the claimed 
condensate, a battery wherein the negative electrode active material layer includes the claimed 
condensate, but not including the claimed Sb, and a battery wherein the negative electrode active 
material layer includes both the claimed Sb and condensate. The comparative data shows that the 
battery wherein the negative electrode active material layer includes both the claimed Sb and 
condensate provides superior results that would not have been expected by a person having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made. 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have modified the negative electrode active material of JP2003-346888 
by incorporating the condensate of JP 1 1-250913 to arrive at the claimed combination.
